Black militants have prepared 
plans to murder government of- 
ficials throughout the U.S., warns 
J. Edgar Hoover, FBI director. | 
The plans call for the use of Mau- 
Mau tactics — the dreaded kill, 
mutilate and run methods which 
Kikuyu tribesmen used in Kenya, 
Africa, to force Britain into grant- 
ing them freedom. 

Hoover also warned that: 

® Hostile foreign countries are back- 
ing the black extremists. 

® Weapons have been stockpiled in 
black ghettos.

“Among the items discussed at a 
‘defense workshop’ at this conference 
were the following: 

“Preparation of maps showing the 
locations of the homes of mayors, 
chiefs of police, and similar authori- 
ties so they can be eliminated by Mau-

Mau type tactics. 

“Distribution of forces in several 
sections of a city to prevent law en- 
forcement agencies from concentrating 
in one area. 

“Location of snipers along travel 
routes of National Guard units and 
police forces. 

“Use of Vietnam War veterans to 
train black people in demolition, use 
of booby traps, location of vulner- 
able spots on armored vehicles, and 
guerilla warfare. 

“Use of black college students to in- 
struct black people in adjacent com- 
munities in the care and use of fire- 
arms, preparation of Molotov cock- 
tails, and reloading (or refilling) of 
spent cartridges.” 

Hoover pointed out that despite its 
“Nonviolent” title, the SNCC has in- 
cluded Stokely Carmichael and H. Rap 
Brown among its militant leaders and 
spokesmen. 

“Carmichael, who was recently ex- 
pelled from SNCC, has stated that 
black power signifies ‘bringing this 
country to its knees’ and ‘using any 
force necessary’ to attain black power 
objectives. 

“He has also urged the blacks in 
this country to ‘prepare for a bloody 
revolution.’ 

“Earlier this year, H. Rap Brown 



wrote, We must move from resistanr, 
l? egression, from revolt to revolu 
tion. May the deaths of 1963 signal the 
b »n° f the end of ‘his cfuntry

increase the potential for 
violence by giving inspira- 
tion, encouragement, and 
support to the revolutionary 
aims, doctrines, and activi- 
ties of black extremists in 
this country. 

Hoover said that the black 
extremist groups were not 
the only organizations in the 
United States who “strive 
in every possible way to dis- 
rupt lav/ and order, and to 
i inculcate hatred and bigotry 
; that breeds violence in the 
nation.” 

The most prominent of these disrup- 
tive organizations that is n.ow active 
in this country is the U.S. Communist 
Party. 

“Statements for public consump- 
tion to the contrary, material furnish- 
ed for study within the Party clearly 
reveals that the use of force and vio- 
lence is — as it has always been — 
the primary technique for the com- 
munist seizure of power in any coun- 
try. 

“Communists are in the forefront of 
civil rights, antiwar, and student dem- 
onstrations, many of which ultimately 
become disorderly and erupt in vio- 
lence. 

“In a press conference 
on July 4, 1968, the opening 
day of the Party’s special 
national convention, Gus 
Hall, the general secretary, 
j stated that there were com- 
munists on most of the 
major college campuses 
in the country, and that 
they had been involved in 
the student protests,” Hoo- 
ver said. 

The FBI chief also said 
that the communists were 
also laboring ceaselessly to 
exploit the racial situation, 
and to incite racial strife 
and violence everywhere in 
the U.S. 

It had long been their 
policy to charge and protest “police 
brutality” in a calculated effort to 
discredit law enforcement and to ac- 
centuate racial issues. 

The cumulative effect of this con- 
tinuing smear campaign proves it has 
been immensely successful — and the 
cry of ‘police brutality’ has unfortun- 
ately been accepted by many non- 
communists. 

The Students for a Democratic So- 
ciety, which was deeply involved in 
the recent Chicago riots, contains com- 
munists as well as radicals, anarchists, 




pacifists, crusaders, socialists, ideal- 
ists and assorted malcontents, Hoover 
said. 

Gus Hall, Communist Party General 
Secretary, described the SDS as part 
of the “responsible left” which the 
Communist Party had “going for 
them.” 

And Hoover revealed that a “sabo- 
tage and explosives” workshop was 
held at the SDS national convention at 
Michigan State University in June 
1968. 

“Methods to disrupt selective ser- 
vice facilities and law enforcement 
were discussed. 

Suggestions included: Flushing 

bomb s in toilets to disrupt plumbing, 
— using sharp, tripod-shaped 
metal instruments to halt 
vehicles, firing -Molotov 
cocktails from shot guns, 
jamming radio equipment 
and dropping ‘thermite 
bombs’ down manholes to 
destroy communications 
systems,” Hoover said. 

“The protest activity of 
the new left and the SDS, 
under the guise of legiti- 
mate expression of dissent, 
has created an insurrec- 
tionary climate which has 
conditioned a number of 
young Americans — es- 
pecially college students — 
to resort to civil disobe- 
dience and violence,” Mr. 
Hoover continued.
